EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Anti-Industrial Feeling 


The mood of town meeting Monday night was definitely 
anti-industry, anti-commerce — and this will be something 
for town committees to reckon with over the coming 
months. 

If the feeling of a majority of the residents is accurate- 
ly reflected by those at town meeting, it doesn’t make 
too much sense to continue making industrial expansion a 
primary goal in the year ahead. 

For although many speakers carefully explained that 
they don’t oppose industry — except near where they live 
— it was apparent that this same objection will be re- 
peated over and over, whenever the subject of re-zoning 
comes up. In plain words, no one wants industry in their 
own locality — and it will be fought wherever and when- 
ever it is proposed. 

It would be wise for elected and appointed officials to 
take heed of this feeling — and they must assume that it 
is an accurate portrayal of the feelings of the town as a 
whole. If it is the will of the majority that residential 
taxpayers continue to pay for municipal services, without 
the assistance of industry, then this should be done. 

Only time will tell whether this is a wise course of 
action. In the meantime, the Selectmen and other responsi- 
ble officials can not be blamed for interpreting the atti- 
tudes evident at the town meeting as a mandate to stop 
seeking industry aggressively, and certainly to halt any 
efforts to further zone for industrial expansion, no matter 
how desirable the specific area might be in the eyes of 
those who are familiar with industrial requirements. 


This Defeat Was Deserved 


Representative town meeting was kicked squarely and 
fairly in the seat of the pants Monday night, by voters 
who do not wish to lose their right to vote at the annual 
sessions. 

And to be thruthful, the case for studying this or some 
other form of government was weakened considerably by 
Taxpayers President Dino Valz, when his comments con- 
cerning the ‘‘tongue in cheek’’ attitudes of town officials 
about encouraging attendance at the sessions was taken 
to mean that officialdom was trying to put something over 
on the voters. Mr. Valz said he didn’t mean this, but many 
persons interpreted it that way from his original, prepared 
remarks, 

During the discussion, some relatively unkind remarks 
were passed about a neighboring community’s problems 
with representative town meeting, including mention of 
the ease with which membership can be ‘‘packed’’ by 
pressure groups. 

Methuen has been charged with having a ‘“‘packed’’ 
meeting, in the sense that many town employees are town 
meeting members. 

On the other hand, 
charter, town employees in Andover probably could not be 
town meeting members without giving up their employment. 
It would be as unfair to ‘‘pack’’ the meeting against the 
employees, by denying them representation, as it would to 
allow them to hold a majority. All in all, the voters did 
themselves a service when they turned down this study 


according to the present town 


idea. 


Should Some Business Be Stopped? 


Here’s a tough question for the town’s governing boards 
to solve: 

With the current disposition of the residents against 
industrial and commercial invasion of residential areas, 
how can small businesses be tolerated in many areas of 
town? 

There are indications that 
operate from private homes — and some of these probably 
are not old enough to come under the non-conforming use 
section of the zoning by-laws. 

Enforcement of the by-law against these small enter- 
prises certainly would be harmful to the individuals in- 


many small enterprises 


volved, yet is this not the only course the municipal 
officials can follow? 

It will be interesting to see whether the town govern- 
ment seeks to determine where these businesses are 
located, and make all, who are not properly conducting 
their business in a commercial or otherwise proper zone,

25 Years Ago — March, 1936 

The total appropriation at town 
meeting Saturday afternoon was 
$591,299.15. The tax rate is ex- 
pected to go up 30 cents as a 
result, from $29.20 of last year. 
This is the equal of the highest 
tax rate in the town’s history. 
One of the highlights of the meeting 
was adoption of the zoning by-law 


after having been defeated twice 
before. The vote was 356-84 for it, 
then 402-38 on a recount of the 
votes. The entire meeting lasted 
only two hours and 50 minutes, 
despite the long warrant. 
Frederick C, Smith was re- 
elected to the School Committee 


chairmanship, and Elmer C, 
Grover has been re-elected its 
secretary. 


Andover’s police record was 
decidedly improved last year, with 


516 complaints received and inves- 
tigated. The total the year before 
was an astonishing 848. There 
were 120 automobile accidents last 
year, as compared to 116 the year 
before, and a marked increase in 
arrests for drunkenness was noted. 

Howell F. Shepard was elected 
chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, assessors and Board of 
Public Welfare at the organiza- 
tional meeting. Althoug h he has 
been on the Board only two years, 
he is a senior member and the 
spokesman at town meeting. J. 
Everett Collins was elected secre- 
tary. 

Heavy rain and melting snow 
combined yesterday to produce one 
of the worst flood conditions in 
years. Cellars were flooded every- 
where in town, but specially in 
Shawsheen. 


10 Years Ago — March, 1951 

Town meeting appropriated 
$1,157,379 Monday night for all 
town spending in the current year. 
Special article appropriations 
amounted to only $46,972, and the 
meeting took only 2 1/2 hours 
to complete. There were only 546 
voters at the session, which voted 
increases to town employees. The 
$36 tax rate may be increased 
$3-5, according to the assessors.

More Restrictions 


Further tightening of restric- 
tions on the removal of gravel from 
any tract of land failed to gain 
support of two-thirds of the voters 
last Saturday. 

The Selectmen proposed that a 
permit be required for the re- 
moval of all gravel from a single 
tract of land, even if it is not 
for sale. The present by-law de- 
signates that the material must be 
for sale before a permit is re- 
quired. 

Main opponents of the require 
ment were Atty. Vincent Stulgis, 
Sidney P. White, Robert Park and 
Karl] Haartz. 

In general they claimed that the 
new requirement would be too 
restrictive, limiting any small 
transfer of loam or other mat- 
erial from private lots. 

Mr. Stulgis told the meeting that 
homeowners could be penalized if 
they took minute quantities of mat- 
erial from their lots, in connec~ 
tion with small repair jobs or 
driveway installations. 

Mr. Haartz proposed amending 
the revised by-law, to allow re= 

moval of up to 20 yards of mat~- 
ertial before requiring a permit. 
This was defeated. 

Mr. White spoke about the many 
restrictions already in the by-law 
and claimed that the Selectmen 
can control the situation with the 
present law. 

The main purpose of the restric- 
tion, according toSelectman James 
D. Wilson, is to prevent the whole- 
sale purchase of land, from which 
gravel can be removed without 
‘selling’? it. He referred directly 
to the possibility that contractors 
could evade the present law, by 
purchasing the land from which 
gravel would be taken, and just 


moving the material onto road 
construction jobs 

This idea was refuted on the 
floor, with the claim that the 


material, under terms of any state 
contract, would be purchased by the 
state and thus fall under the by-law. 

Harold King of the Planning 
Board reported that the Board ap- 
proved the by-law change. 

The eventual vote was 212 in 
favor and 201 opposed, thus defeat- 
ing the measure, which required 
two-thirds vote infavor.
